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70. (Pir^omtly pte^ente^) A sutuze anchor Bystem, coiqsrlsiiig: 

a tadially expandable sutuie anchor Includli^g a bote extending longltudtaially £rom a 
proximal end* and a tapered suture engagpbig tip at a distal md, the suture engagfaig tip having 
ibrmed tbeiein a suture thread^aging groove^ whereb the taper of the sutuxe engaging tip extends 
a distance at least equal to the length of the suture-tfaxead engaging groove ; and 

an expander pin configured for insertion into the bote of the suture anohor so as to effect a 
radial expansion of the suture anchor fioni a first diameter to a second, larger diameter. 

71. (Frevioufily pt^ented) The system of claim 70, whetein the suture mcbxx further mcludes a 
through-hole extending therethrough in a dkection transverse to a longitudinal axis of the anchor.

73. (Previously prssented) Hie system of claim 70, wherein the suture anchor is comptised of an 
expandable sleeve in engagement ^vith the suture engaging tip. 

74. enviously ptesented) The system of claim 73, wherehi the estpandable sleeve and the suture 
engaging tip are threadtngly engaged. 

75. (Previously presented) The system of claim 70, wherein the suture anchc^ Includes an external 
sur£ace feature for engaging bone. 

76. (Previously presented The system of plahn 75. wherein the external surface feature is selected 
£com die group consisting of ridges, wedges, and fins. 

77. (Previously presented) The system of claim 70, wherein the expander pm includes a tool- 
engaghig bore extendhig from a proximal end thereof. 

78. (Previously presented) The system of claim 70, whwein the expander pin includes a surface 
featute effective to assist in the radial expansion of the sleeve. 
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79. (Fteviously pteseated) The system of claim 70« wherein the suture anchor further includes a pair 
of longitudinally extending slits extendiqg fitom the proximal end thereof. 

80. (Previously presented) The system of claim 79» wherein the e^^emder pin includes a pair of fbi^ 
having a complementary shape to the slits of the anchor and being configured to engage the slits snd 
expand the anchor. 

81. <Previously presented) The system of claim 70, wherehi the expander pin is tapered* 

82« (Fteviously presented) The system of claim 70, wherein the sutuxe anchor is formed from a 
bioabsorhable material. 

83. (Iteviously presented) The system of claim 82» herein the bioabsorbable matetial is selected 
ftoffl the group consisting of high density polyethylene^ polypropylene, polylactlc acid, and 
polysidfone. 

84. (Previously presented) The system of claim 70, wherein tiie e;q)ansion pm is formed firom a 
bioabsorbable material. 

85. (Previously pxesen^ The system of claim 84, wherehi the bioabsorbable material is selected 
fixnnthe group consisting of polylactlc acid and polysulfone. 

86. <New) A sutute anchor system, con^rismg: 

a radially expandable snture anchor including a bore extending longitudinally from a 
proximal mi^ and a tapered sutme eogagbg t^ at a distal end, the suture engaging tip havhig 
formed thereui a suture thread-engaging groove, \>i4i6rein the taper of the suture ^igaging tip extends 
a distance at least equal to the length of the suture^thread engaging groove and the suture anchor 
fiixther includes a through-hole extendhig therethrough m a dhection transverse to a longitudinal axis 
ofthe anchor, and 

an expander pin configured for insertion hito die bore of the suture anchor so as to efiect a 
radial expansion of the suture anchor finm a first diameter to a second^ larger diameter. 
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87. G^ew) The system of claim 86, wh^in tfie suture anchor is con^sed of an expandable sleeve 
in eiigagemmt with the sutufe engaging tq). 

88. (New) The system of claim 86. wherein the suture anchor includes an external surface featuz^ 
for engaging bofie. 

89. (New) The system of claim 86« wherein the suture anchor further includes a pair of 
longitudnially extending slits extending from a proximal md thereof, 

90. (New) A suture anchor system, comprising: 

a radially expandable sutuie anchw tactuding a boxe extending longitudinally ftom a 
pKOximal end» and a tapered suture engaging tip at a distal end. the suture engaging tip having 
formed therein a suture thread-engaging groove, wherein the taper ctf the suture engaging tip extends 
a distance at least equal to die length of the sutuie-tbread engaghig groove; and 

an expander pin configured fbr inseitioa into the bore of the suture anchor so as to effect a 
radial expansion of the suture anchor from a first diameter to a second* larger diameter^ 

wherein the suture anchor furdier faicludes a pair of longitudinally extending slits extending 
from die proximal end thereof, and the expander pin includes a pur of fins having a con4)Ieraentary 
shape to die slits of the anchor and being^onfigured to engage the slits and expand Che anchor* 
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
